the  word  "Bureau"  wherever  it  appears  in  said  regulations  and 
inserting  in  li«&i  thereof  the  word  "Service". 

These  regulations  shall  continue  in  effect  and  he  adminis- 
tered by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.
